S. Buxto n died at his ho me in Chica­ 
go Mo nday. 
A new Ro ckfo rd has 
gro wn up since his departure fro m the 
city, hut to tho se within the circle o f 
his acquaintance his death is as the 
taking o f a picturesque character fro m 
the realm o f o ld scho o l fictio n. 
Mr. Buxto n was at o ne time a fami­ 
liar figure o n the streets o f Ro ckfo rd, 
lie had a small jewelry sto re o n West 
State street, o ppo site the co urt ho use, 
and later o n East State and Chest nut 
streets: 
He did a pawn bro king busi­ 
ness o n the East side; o r rather it was 
his lead in trade. 
Sev eral years ago 
he remo v ed to Chicago , where he re­ 
mained until his death. 
'The remains 
were bro ught, to Ro ckfo rd this after­ 
no o n fo r burial, 
lie was abo ut 84 
years o f age. 
Mr. Buxto n was a nativ e o f England 
and in his childho o d days was a play­ 
mate o f Cueen Victo ria and a friend 
o f Charles 1 » iekens. 
He was left at an 
o rphan asylum at an early age and 
\ 
was ado pted hy an uncle, a co unt ry 
gentleman o f Essex. 
Ano ther uncle 
was the architect o f Ho lkhara hall the 
ho me o f 1 he Earl o f Leicester, where | 
he resided. 
The duchess o f Kent, the 
mo ther o f Victo ria, was a frequent 
v isito r at Ho lkham hall,and the yo ung 
princess frequently jo ined the ehil- j 
dren there in their play o f cricket. 
Buxto n used to jo in in the spo rt,; no t i 
that he was an expert, but, as he used 
to say, in 
his mo dest 
way, it was 
‘‘anything to make an elev en.’ 
He 
was three years yo unger than the 
princess, who was familiarly called 
“ Via.” 
While Mr. Buxto n was learning his 
trade he made the acquaintance o f 
Charles Dicdens. 
They ate to gether 
at the same restaurant, o r as the Eng­ 
lish wo uld say, to o k a “sho rt bite.’ 
Dickens was then a yo uth to “ fo rtune 
and to fame unkno wn,” and was to rc- 
ing the entering wedge to ho t h a s a 
newspaper repo rter. 
“ Bo z" wo uld try 
to draw o ut his yo ung friend, but be­ 
ing slightly afflicted with deafness, 
the latter was quite shy o f the inter­ 
v iewer. 
Mr. Buxto n lo v ed to tell o f Old Curi­ 
o sity Sho p, and with all the scenes o f 
Bleak Ho use he was perfectly familiar, 
and the quaint characters o f Dav id 
Co pperlield.

go Monday. 
A 
new Rockford has 
grown u p since his departu re from the 
city, b u t to those within the circle of 
his acqu aintance his death is as the 
ta kin g of a pictu resqu e character from 
the realm of old school fiction. 
Mr. Bu xton was at one time a fami­ 
liar figu re on the streets of Rockford, 
lie had a small jewelry store on West 
S tate street, opposite the cou rt hou se, 
and later on East S tate and C he stn u t 
streets; 
He did a pawn b roking b u si­ 
ness on the East side; or rathe r it was 
his lead in trade. 
Several years ago 
he removed to Chicago, where he re­ 
mained u ntil his death. 
T he remains 
were b rou ght to Rockford this after­ 
noon for b u rial, 
lie was ab ou t S4 
years of age. 
Mr, Bu xton was a native of England 
and in his childhood days was a play­ 
mate of Qu een Victoria and a friend 
of Charles I >iekens. 
He was left a t an 
orphan asy lu m at an early age and | 
was adopted hy an u ncle, a cou ntry 
gentleman of Essex. 
Another u ncle 
was t he architect of Holkham hall the 
home of Die Earl of Leicester, where j 
he resided. 
T he du chess of Kent, the 
mother of 
Victoria, was a frequ ent 
visitor at Holkham hall,and Die you ng 
princess frequ ently joined the chil­ 
dren there in their play of cricket.
